A DANGEROUS WOMAN. 


THE LIMOUSIN-CAFFAREL SCANDAL DEVEL 
OPING NEW SENSATIONAL FEATURES. 


Alarm Caused by the Revelations—Mme. 
Limousin’s Alleged Influential Kelations 
With Distinguished Personages—tThe Re- 
ported Speech of the Grand Duke Nicho- 
las Officially Denied—Lord Salisbury 
Health—Suspicious Movements of Dis- 
guised Russians in Afghanistan—Foreign 
News. 


Special cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, October 12.—We are going on from 
surprise to surprise in the war office scandal. 
It is impossibie, however, to give you any but 
avery faint idea of the painful impression, 
not to say alarm, which all these revelations 
are producing. The central figure in this at- 
fairis Mme. Limousin, who was married for 
the second time, about a year ago, toa retired 
magistrate of Tours. Her first husband was a 
M. Poulain. She is quite short, very plain 
and slightly hunchbacked, about 40 yearsof 
age and remarkably witty and clever. She is 
the daughter of a German nobleman, M. Von 
Schoenau, and one of her sisters-in-iaw is 
„lady in waiting to the Grand Duchess 
of Baden. During the lifetime of her first 
husband she lived at Vincennes, where his 
salon was the resort of officers of the gar- 
rison. Gen. Thibaudin, formerly mivister of 
war, was one of her intimate friends, and it is 
related thatshe gave him shelter after his 
escape from Germany during the war. She 
had the run of the war oftice, knew Boulanger 
among others, and Wilson, the son-in-law of 
Grevy. In a conspicuous place in her draw- 
ing-room figures a card of Boulanger on which 
are inscribed the words: ‘‘Expect you, dear 
madame, at 11 to-morrow,’’ and the card of 
M. Wilson, who had written: ‘‘Shall be 
delighted to see you to-morrow morning. 

LETYERS AND CONFEDERATES. . 

It is asserted that she is an intimate friend 
of the notorious Baroness de Kaula, who was 
expelled from France in 1876 for obtaining on 
behalf ot Germany French government se- 
crets from the Minister of War,Gen.De Cissey, 
whose mistress she was at the time. Letters 
from ex-President Grevy’s son-in-law, Mr. 
Wilson, from M. Herbette, the French Am- 
bassador at Berlin, and many other well- 
known people, have been found at Mme. 
Limousin’s residence. 

THE GOVERNMENT ALARMED. 

It is asserted that the Government Is greatly 
alarmed by the extent to which persons occu- 
pyinga high official position are implicated in 
the matter, and that if the scandal bad not 
begome so public it would be only too glad to 
let the prosecution of Gen. Caffarel drop. 

M. Wilson, President Grevy's son-in-law,has 
written a letter to the papers denying any 
knowledge of Mme. Limousin, who is con- 
nected with the Caffarel seandal, except that 
she pestered him with applications with the 
seeming object of blackmail. 

The Temps says that the police have searched 
the residence of Gen. Count D’Andlau, the 
senator wbo is suspected of being an accom- 
plice of Caffarel. The Senator left home yes- 
terday and has not yet returned, Premier 
Rouvier had a conference yesterday with M. 
Boucher, the public prosecutor, with refer- 
ence to the affair. 

STARTLING DISCOVERIES. 

PARIS, October 12.—A summary ofthe plan 
for the mobilization of the Seventh Army 
Corps, which was divulged by the Figaro, has 
been found inthe house of Gen. Caffarel. A 
memorandum of sums of money received, 
presumably from the sales of decorations, 
has been found in Gen. Lax Andlau’s house. 
It is reported that Gen. Lax aAndlau 
has gone to either Brussels or Berlin. He de- 
clared that he did not wish to be confined ina 
prison previous to his trial, but that 
on the day of trial he would appear to 
answer the charges against him. The lady 
who was arrested yesterday on the charge of 
being implicated in the scandal is Countess St. 


Stauveror. Other arrests are imminent.

A Personal Description of Mme. Limousin— 
M. Wilson’s Correspondence.

LONDON, October 12.—The Caffarel scandal is 
getting worse, and Paris is panic-stricken at 
the disclosures, the only fear being that some- 
thing else has been sold besides crosses of the 
Legion of Honor. Mme. Limousin had a train 
of women of the worst character whom she re- 
served for important personages. Mrs. Craw- 
ford, the Paris correspondent of Truthand the 
Daily News, describes her as acrooked back in 
petticoats, with a dorsal hump and black, 
satanic eyes that catch the light,throw it back, 
and not wanting in fascination. M. Wilson, 
President Grevy’s son-iv-law, publishes a cu- 
rious, almost unintelligible, corréspondence 
which he had with this woman. The letters 
apparently show that nothing more serious 
passed between them than a little jobbery in 
connection with a provincial appointment for 
her husband. The general comment is that the 
whole evil is the result of Gen. Boulanger’s 
introduction of politics into the army. Person- 
ally, Boulanger, of course, is clear.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 12.—Upon the 
reassembling of the United States Supreme 
Court to-day Chief-Justice Waite announced 
that the Court had decided to grant the writs 
of babeas corpus in the cases of Attorney- 
General Ayres, and two Commonwealth's 
attorneys of Virginia, who are now in prison 
in Richmond for disregarding the orders of 
Judge Bond in the ‘‘coupon crusher’’ litiga- 
tion. The writs are made returnabie on Mon- 
day next. The effect of this decision will be 
to bring the cases of the imprisoned State of- 
ficers to this court without unnecessary de- 
lay for trial upon their merits. 

THE MAXWELL CASE. 

In case No. 1,150, Hugh Mottram Brooks, 
alias Maxwell, avainst the State of Missouri, 
commonly known as the Preller murder case 
the Chief-Justice announced that in view o 
the representations of counsel for the 
prisoner to the effect that he is 
unable to pay the costs of prosecuting his 
appeal to this court the case may be pro- 
ceeded with, notwithstanding the non-pay- 
ment of clerk's fees, such fees being remitted; 
and that when both sides come to an agree- 
ment as to the parts of the record which it will 
be necessary to print, the court will make 
such an order with regard to the expenses of 
printing as may seem necessary.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 12.—The Amer- 
ican Exchange National Bank of New York 
was yesterday designated as a Government 
depository.

THAT RIVER MYSTERY. 


The Body Recovered Now Known to Be That 
of Mary Weiss. 


It is now almost certain that the body found 
in the river opposite East Carondelet, Monday 
morning was, after all, the body of Mary 
Weiss, the woman drowned last week by the 
upsetting of askiff. This was thought to be 
the case at the time, asin height, dress, etc., 
the body answered Mary Weiss’ description. 
An examination of the body yesterday morn- 
ing. however, resulted in the discovery in her 
pocket of an envelope addressed 
to Nellie C. Johnson, Female 
Hospital, st. Louis, Mo. A bag of sand was 
also found attached to her body aud there was 
a wound in her head. The body was also 
thought to be in u too advanced state of 
decay to have only been in the water since last 
week, and herharwas too dark, being au- 
burn, while Mary Weiss was described as hav- 
ing light red hair. All these things were taken 
as conclusive evidence thut it was not the body 
of Mury Weiss, but the body of Nellie C. John- 
Son, and thatthe woman had met with foul 
play. The body was vesterday buried as the 
supposed body of Nellie C. Johnson. 

This morning Mrs. Mary Hassett of No. 1214 
North Eighth street,a friend of Nellie C. Jobn- 
son, called at the Coroner's office at the Four 
Courts to inquire into the matter. She was 
convinced it was her body that had been found 
in the river, and felt certain the woman had 
committed suicide. Mrs. Hassett did not 
think she had been murdered. The 
Female Hospital was telephoned and 
Dr. Dorsett, the Superintendent, stated 
that such a woman had deen in the in- 
stitution two or three different times. On the 
20th of September she was last admitted, and 
she was stilloutthbere. He was pos tive tie 
Dody taken from the river wus the body of 
Mary Weise, as Nellie C. Johnson had given 
her un addressed envelope when the Weiss 
woman left the institution, and had requested 
her to write her. This was the envelope found 
on the body. 

At the Coroner’s office they state that 
accumulations of sand are frequently found 
in the dresses of female bodies taken from the 
river, andthata body which has been in the 
wiuter several days is very apt to be badly de- 
composed, Asto the hair, they state that it 
w ould naturally be much darkened by being 
much soaked in water several days. They 
piace no confidence in the murder 
theory. A hole in the head might easily 
be received by a body coming in 
contact with something. There can be little 
doubt about the body being that of Mary 
Weiss. Jack Morrison, Henry Leitner and 
William Schureman, three of the four men 
who were in the skiff when it wus upSet and 
the woman drowned, are in jail on a charge of 
culpable negligence. Jack dinger, the fourth 
man, is out of the city.

HENRY L. NEWMAN DENIFS RUMORS ABOUT 
HIS SPECULATIONS. 


He May Have Lost $1,000 in New York 
Stocks but That Would Not Have Affected 
His Firm—No Meeting of the Creditors 
Called—Mrs. Newman’s House Goes to 
the Stock Yards Bank—Probable Out- 
come of the Whole Affair. 


The announcement yesterday of the failure 
of Watson B. Farr, Henry L. Newman and the 
Niobrara Cattle Company attracted wide- 
spread attenti n. Mr. Farrand Mr. Newman 
were not very well known lu the commercial 
world or on ‘Change. Their business was 
transacted almost entirely on the other side 
of the river and in the far West. The 
Stock Yards Bank was weil known among cat- 
tlemen,butit did comparatively little businéss 
witli any one outside of that class. In bank- 
ing circles the members of the firm of New- 
man & Farr and the Niobrara Cattle Company 
were wellknown. The Niobrara Cattle Com- 
pany was pretty well known on Third street. 
Some ofthe stock which had been put up as 
collatteral had been offering about for some 
time with no bids for it. 

Un the Exchange yesterday there was cur- 
rent an unpleasant rumor to tne effeot that 
Newman & Farr bad lost largely by specula- 
tion, The basis of the rumor was the fuct 
that Mr. Newman had been seen in the offices 
of Switzer & Mulford and Page McPherson, 
watching the New York stock and Chicago 
grain quotations pretty closely. This story 
spread very rapidly among those who knew 
very little of Newman & Farr or their busi- 
ness, and this morning it assumed a greatly 
exaggerated form. 

HENRY 8. NEWMAN 
was notto be iound at his office yesterday, 
and this morning the office in the Turner 
building was stillclosed. Mr. Newman was 
met on Third street tater and interrogated 
about the rumor. He denied that speculation 
had anythiny to do with the failure. 

»The bank never had a speculative transac- 
tion on its books, and neither did the Nio- 
brara Cattle Company, said he. 1 
speculated a little, Lut my losses amount to 
nothing—they would not aggregate $1 ,000. 
They did not affect us in the least. 

Have you formulated any proposition to 
make to your creditors?’’ 

No; we have not had time to think of that 


yet. 

What will you be able to pay?“ 

Our affairs are in sucha confused state now 
we canarrive at no conclusion. We are hav: 
int matters straigutened up as rapidly as pos- 
sible.’’ 

WII you continue in. the cattle business?“ 

‘*‘I really cunnot say, as yet. 

‘*Will the failure n any way affect any of 
your creditors?’’ 

Oh, no. The indebtedness is held by a few 
people, butit might all be held by any one of 
them and not affect him 42 The 
Niobraro Company has money coming in all 
— time which will meet many of the obliga- 
tions.’’ 

THE BANK TRANSFER. 

There is a general belief on the street that 
Mr. Newman and Mr. Farr will not come out 
of this disaster as badly off as might appear at 
present; in fact, it is considered very probable 
that Newmun 4 Farr will resume possession of 
the Stock Yards Sank within a year and con- 
tinue business atthe old stand. Mr. Knox is 
now continuing the business of the bank. The 
bank is in a perfectly solvent condition. Be- 
fore making an assiznment of the business 
of the Nibrara Company, Mr. Newm:n and 
Mr. Farr transferred the banking business 
to Mr. Knox, and withthe business enough 
money and other property to make the ac- 
counts of the bank good. Mrs. Farr’s 
house and lot were placed in Mr. Knox's 
hands, and Mrs. Newman's house and lot 
were also put up as coliateral to make 
the bank’s accounts good. When the affairs 
of Mr. Newman and Mr. Farr and the Niobrara 
Land &Cattie Company are wound up itis 
quite within the range of possibilities that Mr. 
Knox will transfer the Stock Yards Bank back 
to Newman & Farr. The firm may not havea 
large amount of capital, but it will have the 
mgs business which ithas been cuitivating 

or some years and which is now paying. 

Under these circumstances it is al-o possible 
that some of the Eustern creditors will ob- 
ject to the transfers of pr perty made tothe 
bank, If Newman & Farr, cattlemen, pay 25 
cents on the dollar and Newman & Farr, 
bankers, pay 100 cents on the dollar, the cattle 
creditors may want to divide up with the 
creditors of the bank. In pursuance of this 
communistic idea they may move to have 
these transfers set aside. 

Mr. Newman is not supposed to be a large 
owner of Gas Trust certificates. He repre- 
sented the Gibbs interest in the trust and he 
wus looked on as something of a fxurehead. 
His failure had no effect on the market for 
trust certificates, which has ruled dull this 
week.

THE INQUEST. 

The testimony before the Coroner here, as 
to the horrible collision on the Chicago & At- 
lantie road near Kouts’, began with the depo- 
sition of J. B. Parks, conductor of the passen- 
ger train. He testified that his train was near - 
ly two hours late, having broken an 
eccentric strap on the engine be 
tween Hurlbut and Boone Grove. 
We stopped for water east of Boone Grove, 
he contiuued. In three minutes, Train No. 
48 struck us on the rear end, 
the sleeper intothe ladies’ car, smoker and 
baggage car. The wreck took fire at once. 
We goteighteen passengers out. Nine were 
killed and burned. The semaphore was 
turned when we stopped. I did not know the 
freight train was coming. When it struck us 
ft was running at the rate of about twenty 
miles an hour. 

BRAKEMAN JACOBS. 

J. W. Jacobs, passenger brakeman, testified 
that he turned the semaphore. He saw Brake- 
man Cotton going back with the signal light. 
He could not see the headlizht of the freight 
engine until it was only about cightor ten 
car-lengths away. It was coming down grade 
at about twenty-five or thirty miles an hour. 


J. S. P. Cotton, second brakeman on the 
assenger train, was then examined. He said: 
*‘T was told by Conductor Parks that ‘we had 
forty- -eight and forty-eight extra and to look 
out. I jumped off our train before we 
stopped atthe State-line ditch tank and ran 
back to flag the freight train. The freight 
called for brakes. I was knocked senseless by 

the passing freight. 

B. Connor, engineer, and S. E. Penfield, fire- 
man on the passenger train, testified that 
their engine was disabled. It had not stopped 
more than three minutes when the fast treigùht 
etruck their train. The collision occurred 
nbouttwo minutes after the semaphore light 
was turned. The passenger train was be- 
hindtime and the head brakeman was assist- 
ing at the engine when the crash came. 

Engineer Dorsey and Fireman Willetts of 
the fast treight, testified that they started out 
on time, and received no orders as to any pas- 
senger engine being disabled and behind time. 
When Boone Grove was reached the signal was 
allright, 
ahead, giving no other orders. They did not 
intend to stop at State line djteh tank, and 
were running ata high rate of speed. All the 
train men examined claimed the night was 
foggy andthat danger signals could not be 
seen until they were man up on them.

Great Damage in the Vicinity of !Frisco—A 
Ship on Fire. 

SAN FRANCISCO, October 12.—For the past 
four days forest fires have been raging in So- 
noma, Alameda, San Mateo and Santa Cruz 
Counties, all in the vicinity of the Bay of San 
Francisco. Reports from various towns in 
these counties report the fire raging flercer 
than ever. In Alameda thirteen miles have 
been swept clean. Several fine farms 
have been completely consumed. Ine 
ground is cevered with carcasses of all 
kinds of dead animals. In San Mateo 


several bridges and shingle-mills have been 
leveled to the ground; in Santa Cruz two box- 
milis have been destroyed. The fire has 
swept valuable farms out of existence and 
thousunds of cords of wood have been con- 
sumed.

WILL REMAIN A MYSTERY 


THE MURDER OF JOHN MURDOCK ON THE 
RIVER BANK. 


Louis A. Amsden, Alias L. A. Osborne, 
Accused of the Crime, Discharged This 
Morning—His Wife’s Testimony Inad- 
missible—Story of the Killing and of the 
Circumstances Surrounding It. 


A murder case was nollie prosequied in the 
Criminal Court this morning. It was the case 
of Louis A. Amsden, alias L. A. Osborne, 
charged with killing John Murdock. This 
was the mysterious murder which oc- 
curred in the swamps south of the 
River des Peres and just inside the city limits 
near the bank of the Mississippi. At 12:30a. 
m., onthe 17th of last May, Murdock was shot 
and killed while asleep in his tent. The 
shot had been heard by several 
parties, but no attention was paid to it, two 
officers who heark it supposing it was some 
hunting party firing at game. It was not until 
after daybread that Amsden walked to Caron- 
delet and notified the police of the murder, 
As his statement of the killing was rather 
vague he was placed under arrest. Murdock 
was found in his tent stretched out on his cot, 
and had evidently been shot while asleep. 
Death must have been instantaneous, and he 
probably passed from sleep into it without ever 
awakening to learn the cause. Murdock was 
a man upwards of 50 years of age, and for 
five or six years had been living in 
Jefferson County, where he worked as a farm 
hand. He wasa quiet, peaceable old fellow, 
who went on his way without ever making an 
enemy. A year ago, Amsden came to Jeffer- 
son County with his wife. She took sick and 
during her illness Murdock was very kind 
to her and her husband. He did all 


in his power for the young couple, and his 
meager earnings were all given toward the 
support of them. Detah finally carried away 
the young wife, and she was given a modest 
burial. Amsden appeared to never forget 
the kindness of the old man, 
and from that time on they 
were constantly together. Amsden was 
A STRANGE CHARACTER 

and lived pretty much to himseif aside from 
his association with Murdock. People thougiit 
itonly a peculiarity, however, and paid little 
attention to it. To be sure he was not as pop- 
ular as old man Murdock, but while he had 
some enemies no one knew anything against 
his character. 

Time worn on and Amsden remarried. This 
time he married the daughter of a farmer in 
Jefferson County. A short time before the 
murder he and his wife started up the river 
on a flatboat, Murdock accompanying them, 
They reached the point where the shooting 
occurred some days before the killing, and 
the old man procured work. He slept in 
a tent on the river bank, while 
Amsden and his wife slept on the flatboat. 
Murdock turned his earnings over to the 

oung couple and kept all three in food, 

Vhat trouble ever occurred between Amsden 
and Murdock was never clearly developed, 
though Amsden's wife said that they had quar- 
reled. Amsden denied that they hud and 
alleged that he was awakened in the 
nightor morning of the murder by the firing 
ofshots. He went out onthe boat with his 
gun and saw some men running away inthe 
dark. He knew they had attacked his friend, 
but he feared to venture off the boat lest he 
should also be shot. He remained up till 
morning when he visited Murdock’s tent and 
saw that the old man was dead. Then he 
walked to Carondelet and informed the police. 

A REVOLVER 
from which the fatal shot was 
supposed to have been fired was found some 
distance from the tent, and although Amsden 
denied all knowledge of the weapon, several 
witnesses afterward identified it as a revolver 
very similar to one Amsden had owned. 
it gave evidence of having been dis- 
charged. At first his wife stated that 
he was innocent of the killing, but 
when she learned that he had been known 
elsewhere by the name of L. A. Osborne, and 
was supposed to have another wifeliving, she 
stated that she believed he had killed Mur- 
dock. She had not seen him fire the shot, but 
just after ithad been fired saw him stand- 
ing on the boat with ‘a weapon 
in his hand, he having left her 
side in the bed. Although several of Ams- 
den’s statements were knocked out by other 
witnesses’ testimony and discoveries of vari- 
ous kinds afterward made, he clung to his 
original story and swore to it at the inquest. 
HIS WIFE’S STATEMENT 

of the affair wasn tclear, but she alleged that 
she had told her first story at bis instance, he 
telling her that be had not killed Murdock,but 
that if she did not tell the story he wanted her 
to they would both get Into trouble. 

About the only testimony against Ams- 
den outside of his wife’s statement 
was of a negative character. It 
did not fasten the murder on him, 
but showed that his story of the killing was 
false in some particulars ut least and that he 
had been lying. His wife could not be used 
against him as a witness, the law not permit 
ting a wite to testily against a husband in any 
case except au assault upon herself 
or a case of abandonment. This 
deprived the State of the only 
testimony upon which they could possibly 
hope for a conviction, and as there was no 
other witness to the killing there was no 
chance for a conviction. Even it the wife 
could have testified it is doubtful if a convic- 
tion could be secured, as she was very uncer- 
tain in her statements, and her testimony 
could easily have been broken down in cross- 
examination.

BANKERS'IN COUNCIL. 


Annual Convention of the American Asso- 


ciation at Pittsburg. 


PITTsBURG, Pa., October 12.—The annual 
meeting ofthe American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion commenced at the Grand Opera- house 
this morning. The building, which has been 
but recentiy opened, presented a beautiful 
appearance, the potted plants which were dis- 
played in the handsome entrance and on the 
stage adding to, and not detracting from, the 
decorations of the auditorium. When 
the meeting was colled to order 
at 10:30 o’clock some two hundred 
representatives of the leading financial insti- 
tutions of the country were present, while 
the seats apart for spectators were well filled, 
quite alarge number of the audience being 
ladies. After Chairman Logan C. Murray of 
New York had called the association to order, 
Right Rev. Courtiandt Whitehead, Episcopal 
Bishop of the diocese of Pittsburg, invoked 
divine blessing on the proceedings of the as- 
sociation, after which Hon. Daniel Agnew, 
ex-Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania, made an address of welcome. 

In opening he referred to the features of 
historic interest which cluster around Pitts- 
burg, and gave some personal reminis- 
cences of the time when Pitts- 
burg embraced an area of a few blocks, 
and Allegheny, the thriving city of 
over 100, 000 inhabitants, consisted of not 
more than a dozen houses. He then branched 


out on the wonderful stride which Pitts- 
burg and vicinity have made in the 
way of manufactures, in the de- 
velopment of material resources, 
and tothe immense capital which has been 
invested. In the territory contributory to 
Pittsburg, inthe item of coal, over fifteen 
millions of bushels have been mined during 
the past year, but there is a reserve computed 
at sixteen billiontons. The natural gas sup- 
ply is drawn from an are of 210,000 acres, from 
which 500,000,000 cubic feet are drawn ‘daily. 
The total capital invested in the production 
and supply of natural gas is estimated at 
$25 ,000, 000. and the net profit is 10 per 
cent. The glass product is 250.000 feet per 
montn, and over $3,000,000 is invested in the 
manufacture of plate-glass alone. Reference 
was also made to the commerce of the city, 
tbe tonnage of which exceeds the largest sea- 
port cities. He also referred to the fact that 
the imports of Pittsburg exceeded one-sixth 
of the entire imports of the country. 

In concluding he cluimed that Pittsburg and 
Allegheny are the largest freight producing 
districts in the United States, two mills alone 
furnishing a larger tonnage than the entire 
cotton crop of the United States. The state- 
ments of the speaker were fortified by figures 
giving details of the different industrie 

PRESIDENT MURRAY’8 ADDRESS. 

At the conclusion of Judge Auvnew’s remarks 
Logan C. Murray, President of the associa- 
tion, delivered his annual address. This was 
followed by the reading of the reports of the 
officers. The Secretary’s report showed a 
gratifying increase in membership, especially 
in the South and West. Last year the total 
membership was 1,402, while this year itis 1,682. 
The increase would have been larger but for 
certain monetary questions, which caused 
some to withhold their influence: A reaction 
had set in, however, and it was the general 
opinion that the outlook was exceedingly 
bright. The influence of the association was 
steadily increasing. During the year $1,C00 had 
been spent in prosecuting a number of the 
most dangerous forgers and criminals in the 
country. 

The Treasurer’s report was as follows: Bal- 
ance on hand last yeur, $1,591.98; receipts from 
subscriptions, $13, 126 50; total receipts to 
October 1, 1887, $14,675; disbursement, $13,- 
398.33; balance, $1,320. 15. 

A committee of five was then appointed to 
suggest nominations for officers forthe ensu- 
ing year. Pending their report, John J. 
Knox, ex-Comptroller of the United States 
Treasury, delivered an address on the surplus 
of the public debt. 

H. M. Kingman of Chicago then presented a 
paper on commercial paper and its importance 
as a factor in the discount account of banks.

IN THE CORN PALACE. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY MAKE A BRIEF 
STOP IN SIOUX CITY. 


The Novel Structure Excites the Admira- 
tion ot the Distinguished Visitors—Great 
Enthusiasm Along the Road—Bonfires 
and Booming Cannon--The Trip to 
Omaha—A Cordial Reception. 


Cour BiurrFrs, Io., October 12.—The 
southward flight of the Presidential party 
began at Minneapolis at 10 minutes past 8 last 
evening. The two ladies of the party retired 
early, but the President and the male mem- 
bers of his escort sat for a couple 
of hours smoking their cigars and 
comparing experiences. The President 
was frequently summoned to the 
platform during the evening to receive the 
greetings of the country people, who seemed 
to be wide awake all along the line. At 
Cheska, a dozen tar barrels were burning, an 
artillery salute was fired, and as the train 
moved slo My past, a big fire balloon in 
national colors was sent aloft. At Carver the 
people were out in force with a brass band, and 
the place was illuminated by Chinese lanterns. 
At Le Sueur there wasa yet more elaborate 
illumination and a serenade. The train made 
no stops, but the President appeared wherever 
there was a crowd and courteously acknowl- 
edged its salutes. Anarmy of railroad men 
was on wpatrol duty along the 


track, and huge bonfires were burn- 
ing every half-mile on the way. 
The sun was just streaking the eastern sky 
with ribbons of scarlet and pink, when all 
hands were called this morning to prepare for 
the affair at Sioux City. A brief half-hour was 
allowed for the tollets and coffee was served 
before the place wus reached. The train was 
stopped outside the town limits to take on 
board Mayor Clelland, who, without formal- 
ity, welcomed the President and his friends, 
and when the station was reached, just at 
sunrise, carriages and a reception committee 
were found in waiting, as were the military, 
the brass bancs and the people. 

A KAPID DRIVE 
of five minutes brought the visitors to the 
corn palace, whose turrets were at the mo- 
ment taking their eariy bath of golden sun- 
light. The corn festival ended im fact last 
week, but everything had been kept in place 
waiting the President's visit, and all 
the attendants were on hand to 
do the honors of the occasion. Courte- 
ous committeemen escorted each member 
of the party und pointed the curiosities out. 
A more entertaining a ray of novelties has not 
met toe gaze of the President since his trip be- 
gan. Mrs. Cleveland was delighted with ev 
erything she saw and turned acaip and again 
to examine more cl: sely some unique fabrica- 
tion of cornstalka, husks, ears or kernels, to 
which her escort called her attention. The 
wax maiden with hair of cornsilk and robe of 
satin husks, climbing a winding-stair of 
golden ears; the spider of tiny 
earrots lying in wait in his web of corn fibers; 
the map eof the Union, madeof kernels, each 
State having its especial color; the huge na- 
tional flag, and the shields, eagles, crescents, 
crosses and emblems of various nations; the 
mottoes, etc., all made of the unshelled ears, 
were noted and admired in turn, and then the 
biz marvel of ‘a bullding, whose sole mate- 
rial, except its bare skeleton, was the 
product of the cornfield, was explained in de- 
tail, and its conception, history and oonstrue- 
tion described by the purty’s conductors 
and admired by the guests. From the palace 
the visitors were conducted through the town, 
which seemed to be constructed in great part 
of corn products. The mammoth triumpbal 
arch still spanned the chief thoroughfare. 
The signs of sections of corn ears und the 
awnings, verandas andin some cases entire 
fronts of corn topped out with squashes and 
pumpkins, were as their archiiects had 
planned and made them. The show furnished 
the chief subject of conversation during the 
feornoon’s ride to Omaha, where new nov el- 
ties claimed attention.

The streets 
had been pbastily and richly adorned with 
streamers And devices in ony colors, and 
banners bearing ‘‘ Welcome to the President,’ 
couched in every form of patriotic or poetic 
phrases, spanned the wa The Second Rest- 
ment of United States In antry, the Knights of 
Pythias, In uniform, from all parts of the 
State and several political and social 
organizations, were drawu up in line along 
the street sides, euch with ite brass 
band and colors. One of the organizations 
which attracted esp cial attention of the 
President was the company of full blood In- 
dian youths from the Genoa Industrial School 
with an Indian band of music.

Lively as a cage of 
monkeys and eus full of tricks, they play the 
most interesting game of any club in the 
country.

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AN ODD BIRD NOW EXTINCT. 


Bones of the Great Auk Received at the 
Smithsonian Institution: 


From the Washington Star. 

Several boxes and barrels of bonesof the 
great auk, a bird that is now believed to 
be extinct, have been received at the 
Smithsonian institution from the banks of 
Newfoundland. The greatauk was not- 
able in size. Asit stood or sat erect it 
was over five feet high. it had a stron 
billor beak, something in the shape o 
thatofarazorbill. Oneof its eculiarities, 
and the one to which it is indebted for its 
fina] extinction was the rediculously small 
wings. These wings were useless for pur- 
poses of flight, but they were u for 
swimming purposes. The great auk was 
a powerful swimmer. With its web feetin 
motion in the rear like a propeller, and its 
wings beating rapidly, it would literal 
fly t — the water, making such s 
that powerful oarsmen in a boat could not 
overtake it. But ashore it was a clumsy 
and stupid creature. 

Before Europeans sought the American 
coast the indians, it is believed, hunted the 
—— birds until they were driven to the 

sand islands far out at sea, inacces- 

sible tothe Indians, with their primitive 
means of navigation. Bnt toward the end 
of the fifteenth century the bold sailors of 
northern Europe began making expedi- 
tions into the waters where the great auks 
kept their vigils on the rockst and the war 
of extermination Early writers 
describe these birds. as found in great 
numbers. On shore they fell easy prey to 
the mariners. Sometimes a plank was 
laid from the ship to the rocky island, or a 
sail was spread tikea bridge, and over this 
the birds were driven aboard like so many 
geese. Or they were driven into a peu 
and slaughtered with sticks. In such 
numbers were they found that ships sent 
to the fishing-banks were only scantily 
supplied with provisions, the dependence 
for supplies bein ng upon the great auks 
which nature h provided in such a- 
bundance. 

The last authentic record ofthe great 
auks having been seen alive was in 1844, 
when two were captured in Iceland. In 1852 
one is said to have been seen alive on the 
Newfoundland banks, and in 1553 a dead 
one—perhaps the last of his race—was re- 
—— as found in Trinity ba but 

ymington Grieves thinks all reported ob- 
servations since 184 are mistakes. So 
many years have elapsed since it is posi- 
tively known one was seen alive that all 
hope has died out that any have escaped 
the great destruction. As it frequented 
isolated situations for the sake of security 
little is known ofits habits. It laid but 
one egg, and this was deposited on the 
bare rock. Thus scanty provision was 
made by nature to repair the losses caused 
by the wholesale destruction of the harm- 
less and helpless birds. The great auk 
waddled from its rocky nest in ungainly 
frshion to the brink, sometimes tumblin 
into the water from quite a height, bu 
once in the water it was as graceful as a 
yacht, ah ye itseif rapidiy. It fed 
upon small fish, which it caught with 
great dexterity,

WALLACK’S“THEATER OPENING. 


A Clever Company Presents a Weak and 
Purposeless Comedy.

NEW YORK, October 12.—Wallack’s Theater 
was last night opened to the public, under the 
managementof Mr. Henry Abbey. As might 
have been expected there wasa brilliant as- 
semblage. 

The parquet was white with female white 
hats, and the boxes were resplendent. The 
play, presented for the opening was Mr. 


Grundy’s ‘‘Mouse Trap’’ in six acts. It is a 
literary comedy of delicate and almost ama- 
teurish texture without situation or inten- 
sity, but replete with fine lines of 
more than ordinary delicacy. It took its place 
among the toxicological plays of the noment 
as the latest druma of the drug. Mr. Mansfield 
has been wrestling for weeks at the Madison 
Square with a mysterious potion, Mrs. Lang- 
try dies nightly at the Fifth Avenue of strych- 
nine, and now we have arsenic introduced as 
a factor in emotion. The Mouse Trap’’ it 
may as well be said at once is not a great or 
even a good play. It dexis with the attempt 
of a wille to poison her husband because she 
loves another man, and her method is to ad- 
minister poison in the guise of medicine. She 
is trapped bv the old doctor and when discov- 
ered in herscheme she drinks the poison her- 
self and thus ends her career. 
THIS MALIGN PURPOSE 

is worked out with little attempt at suspense 
orcrisis. She is jealous of her huaband’s half 
sister, who is to receive his fortune, and then 
prevents ber from obtaining her rights and to 
secure the man she loves,who happens to love 
the half sister, poison is resorted to. That 
such a motive should be treated in a comedy 
vein is characteristic of our time. At any other 
period it would have received melodramatic 
attention. Here it is made the excuse for the 
airiest badinage and the most diaphanous 
dialogue. a 

Attention was focused on the new company, 
howcver, and itis pleasantto be able to say 
that the actors showed far more skill than the 
playwright. Mrs. Abbey played the partof 
the wife, Beatrice Selwyn, who endeavors to 
poison her husband, and she was met with a 
hearty welcome the mrment she made her ap- 
pearance on the stage. 

She is asingularly attractive woman with a 
finely mod+led head and bust and a face ex- 
pressive at once of intelligence and vivacity. 
She is already known to us as a comedy ac- 
tress of the utmost piquancy and some disap- 
pointment was felt at seeing her at her re- 
entree in the role of a murderess, She won 
her audience, however, in spite of it by her 
easy and deliberate art no less than by her 
grace of demeanor, and in those moments 
when a gesture or a look is of the most import- 
ance, she was noticeably significant, unde- 
monstrative and attractive. It is not too much 
to say thatshe made a decidedly triumphant 
impression, 

MISS ROSE COGHLAN 

was returned to us in the roleof the half- 
sister, Kate Derwent, and was most vehe- 
mently welcomed by her old friends. Her 
role is purely that of comedy. She is in love 
with Lord Normantower,played by Mr. Tearle, 
and their scenes are simple almost to child- 
ishness, but pretty in their simplicity, and 
both Miss Coghlan and Mr. Tearle were un- 
usually hanpy in the delicate by-play and ex- 
quisite nothingness of flirtation. It is rather 
late to commend Rose Coghlan to comedy, 
distinctly commended 
for doing exceedingly well. The most 
conspicuous part in the play is that 
of a gruff, plain-spoken old doctor, Sir 
Peter Lund, played by Charles Groves most 
superbly. Itis true he had little else to do 
thun to suspect that Mr. Selwyn is being 
poisoned, but his simulation of an irascible, 
cruelly n Ot the old school won 
great commendytion.

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THE ATLANTA’S DEFENSE. 


Success of the Naval Sham-Battle at New 
port Last Night. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DIsPaTc . 

NEWPORT, R. I., October 12.—The Atlanta’s 
defense was a success. Last evening the 
much-talked-over torpedo attack took place, 
and it was an almost ideal night for such an 
attack. The Atlanta rested in quiet deflance 
of any possible danger, with everything but 
lower yards down from aloft and over the 


sides as outrigzers for her steel hawser, on 
which her main reliance was placed to keep 
boats outside the distunce of twenty feet from 
her sides. Her electric search-light was 
lighted and preparations were made to give 
th assailants a warm reception. he 
u upires were on board by 7 o’clock and stood 
ready to pronounce on the success or defeat, 
in uccordance with the rules adopted, which 
adjudged uny torpedo boat out of action when 
sufticiently long under fire to receive three 
rounds from the guns. Guard boats which 
should fail to discover the approach of a tor- 
2 boat until the same was within twenty 
eet were to be considered as destroyed. 

The rules said thut it the Atlanta was tor- 
pedoed once she would be considered as dis- 
abled, and twice as destroyed. The attacking 
force consisted of six steam launches 
and four pulling boats urmed with spar tor- 
pedoes, and of other light-puiling boats, 
all under the command of Gen. Chester 
of the Galena, All the torpedo boats 
carried a light spar fitted with a primer instead 
of u torpedo, which was to be exploded on «et- 
ting close tothe Atlanta as twenty feet. The 
pulling or decoy boats were armed with hand 
torpedoes to attack the obstructions about the 
Atlanta, the idea being that the defense sud- 
denly finding herseif required to throw the 
electric light over a large number of boats in 
addition to the steam launches, some one or 
more of them, by taking advantage of the dark 
line. The boats from the Richmond were or-
